On Capitol Hill the situation is 
nearly as bad. Congressmen hate 
to admit publicly they receive 
this mail. Senator Robert A. Taft 
of Ohio often gets more than 4000 
letters a day, some of them “pret- 
ty nasty”, his secretary admits. 
Congressmen don’t prosecute be- 
cause of embarassment and bad 
publicity. 

Senator Estes Kefauver, who 
permitted all America to look in 
on his nationwide crime investi- 
gation via television, could write 


a book on the objectional mail 
that has since descended upon 
him. He turned the letters over 


to his own crime-investigating 
committee 
WHAT TO DO? 


Top government officials in 
Washington grimly admit this 
type of letter writing has today 
reached record proportions, and 
the Post Office Department says 


post office inspectors throughout 
the 48 states is putting in many 
hours investigating all kinds of 
obscene, threatening and _ insult- 
ing letters. They are being aided 
by the full resources of the US 
Secret Service, the FBI and the 
police. : 

W. E. Baughman, Chief of Se- 
cret Service, takes a serious view 
of the situation. He recently asked 
Congress for funds for 30 new 
men, of whom 10 would be as 
signed solely to help investigate 
the letters. 


PROCESSING A MENACE 


Along with the letters which 
pour into the White House every 
day, are innumerable packages 
containing everything from bun- 
dles of money to crackpot inven- 
tions and other weird items. All 
packages are photographed so a 
record can be kept of the label 
in case the package blows up. 

The package is X-rayed. If it 
is actually ticking or if there is 
other evidence of some kind of in- 
fernal machine inside, it is given 
the “treatment.” This includes 
immersion in a container of oil 
which usually stops any mecha 
nism, If the package is still con- 
sidered dangerous, a fast trip in 
the Secret Service’s brand new 
bomb carrier is the next step. 

This bomb carrier is a special- 
ly built truck with thick armor 
plate protecting the driver’s com- 
partment. Mounted on the body 
is a huge cylindrical container 
that swings open like a bank 
vault. The actual bomb contain- 
er looks like a basket, but is made 
of thick cable woven together. 
Secret Service agents have test- 
ed it with real explosives, and 
claim it can withstand any bomb 
that can be sent through the 
mails,

anyone, living or dead.

Most Collectors Are Tolerant 


This study I have been making concerning the Grinnell Mis- 

sionary stamps has shown me a lot of things that should be of 
interest to all stamp collectors, 
Many times in the past years I have come to the conclusion that 
there are a lot of sharpshooters in the 
stamp world who are laying around hop- 
ing to find something that they can start 
a lawsuit about and make a killing from 
some other stamp collector or dealer, Be- 
cause of this fact I have had to be very 
careful in what I have written and make 
sure that I accuse no one of anything and 
that I do not get put behind the eight 
ball by someone who thinks they may 
have been spoken of in a questionable 
manner. 

I remember that there have been a 
few instances where good friends have 
told me that I was wasting time or that 
I was sticking my neck out in regard to 
these stamps. Even thus I told them that 
I felt that the stamps in view of their 
f appearance should have a good looking 
fF over. I based this opinion on the fact 
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‘ that previous to finding a point in the 
: American Philatelist of 1924, I have never 
GEORGE W. LINN before seen anything that I did not think 
could be explained away. Some of the| 
people who warned me against the stamps have been very coopera- 
tive in helping me search for facts and their letters to me indicate 
that they too are in some doubt as to the real facts. Thus I say, 
collectors are tolerant, although they had an opinion they are able 
to help me in a search that may tell them as it has told me of the 
one conclusive bit of evidence that these stamps are or are not 
counterfeit. It is only evidence of this sort that can honestly be 
counted against the stamps and curiously enough this fact has been 
overlooked completely in all other books and articles that I have 
seen, which have appeared since the famous trial. The mere fact 
that someone may have testified that the stamps were photo en- 
gravings or that something else was wrong is ineffectual unless the 
facts can be demonstrated or proven. It must be remembered that 
testimony was also given that the stamps were not photo engravings 
but were stereotypes and that has not been proven. 

It was easy in the early colonial days for wild and excited 
people to cry down an old woman as a witch, but had it been 
necessary to prove such things beyond a doubt, witchcraft would 
have disappeared rapidly. It was just as easy for a group of men 
to testify that these stamps were not genuine, but none of them 
gave any positive proof to these statements. This proof if it proves 
to be correct photographic work was first brought forth by John 
Kleeman after more than two and a half years after the trial, 
indicating, I think that Mr. Kleeman was not satisfied and wanted 
real facts. Read the story in this issue and watch for further in- 
formation later, 


The Time Is Now Here 


Soon after you read this you may be one of the thousands who 
will be on your way to Toronto to attend the big Canadian Philatelic 
Exhibition advertised under the name of CAPEX. This will be 
the greatest event in the philatelic history of Canada. It will give 
our neighbors to the north something to talk about for years to 
come but will doubtless be only the first of other great shows that 
will be held there in future years. 

The show is sold out as the story would go in some circles. 
There have been over 1300 frames subscribed for and later entries 
have been refused. There is a limit to what can be accomodated. 
In addition there will be around 200 frames in the court of honor, 
thus making a show of over 1500 frames. No collector can physically 
look over all of these exhibits in the short space of ten days allotted 
to the show. It will be a magnificent view and speaks well for the 
glory and strength of our hobby. We know of no other shows 
covering any other pastime or hobby that ever draw the interest 
and attendance that goes with a great stamp show and we who are 
stamp collectors can feel proud of our hobby, 

Soon the show will be over, collectors will talk of it for many 
months. Dealers will go home with a greater knowledge than they 
had before and will then settle down for a brisk winter’s business. 
for winter months will be just ahead and indications are that this 
is going to be a good winter in the stamp world. 

It is a fact that prices in the past several months have been far 
below the peak of 1945-47. Many things bringing fancy figures in 
those days can be bought today at a fraction of their former price 
but we already note a trend toward higher prices and the best we 
can believe is that we are entering an upswing stage that will 
recover a great bit if not all of the loss since those other years. 
It is certain that in some of the more desirable stamps that are | 
wanted by most collectors, that the supply is getting lower every 
year and there is no source of supply for material of this nature, 

We have already noted instances where stamp dealers are 
offering to buy certain items at prices higher than are listed as 
bid prices in the bulletin of the Mint Sheet Brokerage Company 
of Cincinnati. This bulletin has usually been a very good barometer 
of what someone will pay for certain stamps and when we see 
dealers offering more than collectors offer to pay, we have got to 
believe that there is a noticeable upward trend. 

Once the snowball gets a good start in rolling down hill it is 
apt to grow and grow and grow at a very fast rate and the coming 
winter months may provide a lot of snow to help keep the ball rolling.

U.S. 578, 579 
In Faked Blocks 


A well known stamp dealer re- 
cently showed some faked blocks 
of the le and 2c United States, 
Scott number 578 and 579. These 
fakes which catalogue $6.00 and 
$3.00 respectively were made 
from four stamps which have a 
catalogue value of 12c and 20c 
respectively. The fake blocks were 
made in the following manner. 

Two pairs of either the lc or 
the 2c No. 578 or 579 were taken 
and glued together at top, one 
pair being placed above the oth- 
er, When properly placed together 
you have two coil pairs, one above 
the other and the block result- 
ing is perforated vertically with 
a perf. 10 gauge. The next move 
is then to reperforate the block 
at top and bottom and across the 
center where pasted together, 
with a perf 11 gauge. 

The blocks which were shown 
were so perfectly matched that 
they could readily be passed off 
as a block of four perf 11x10 
without being noticed by anyone 
except one who might be suspi- 
cious and who would give the 
blocks a most thorough examina- 
tion. 

The matching of the vertical 
perf holes was carefully done and 
the whole job looked so real that 
it was very difficult to see the 
pasted together effect across the 
horizontal line of perforations 
across the center of the block.

No stamp in the past two years 
has had the panning that the 
Colorado has gotten. From all 
quarters, including abroad where 
they are fairly tolerant about 
stamp designs, has come adverse 
criticism much of it bordering on 
the bitter. 

There remains little doubt in 
informed minds that the design 
was another one of those ama- 
teur contributions foisted on the 
Post Office Department by way- 
ward and stubborn local pressure 
groups. Everyone had to get into 
the act, and as a result the act 
smells, 

It isn’t as if the POD and the 
Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing are hard pressed for com- 
petent professional stamp design- 
ers who have the skill to pro- 
duce attractive commems. They 
have some of the best in the na- 
tion, . 

I blame the Post Office De- 
partment for submitting to the lo- 
cal busybodies and their warped 
conception of what makes a good 
stamp design. Why should they 
bow to the wishes ef but a cou- 
ple hundred people at the most 
and then look stupid and foolish 
before millions of others of our 
citizens? 

No wonder our citizens are con- 
vinced they have a right to think 
poorly of the Department and to 
speak ill of it. The Post Office 
Department of the United States 
has made itself subject to such 
an assesment of iis worth just 
from what the public can see and 
experience, 

I sincerely hope that when a 
design is proposed for the 150th 
anniversary of statehood of our 
Ohio that our folks here will have 
the good sense to let the design 
be the work of a highly compe- 
tent professional—either in or out 
of the government. 

I have seen one proposed de- 
sign originating from the south 
central part of the state and be- 
lieve me it’s a dilly. Even worse 
than the Colorado. Hope the group 
has the sufficient amount of good 
taste to abandon it for some- 
thing attractive and in good form.

One of the hazards of carrying 
the mail by your door-to-door 
postman is the danger of being 
bitten by ill-tempered dogs.

Martin of Troy, N.Y. calls my 
attention to an incident at Fort 
‘Worth which involved dogs and 
mailman, 

Seems as if Charles Turner, a 
mail carrier, has a route which 
is fairly well known for the num- 
ber of dogs to be met and avoid- 
ed each day. His problem was 
difficult for the dogs attacked 
him on the street and not in a 





yard or on private property. He 
had been bitten three times and 
had avoided the snapping of ca- 
nine teeth jon numberless other 
occasions. 

But now Turner has a protec- 
tor, in fact has had one for the 
past two years.‘The plan is sim- 
ple. They way to fight a dog is 
with another dog 

His protector is a part German 
Shepherd and part Hound Dog 


the job of protecting the mails 
and mailman voluntarily. 

The man-dog partnership be- 
gan when Turner delivered the 
mail to the owners of Josephine. 
Jo barked a couple of times and 
growled upon which Turner spoke 
sweet nothings (the dog type) and 
patted her a little. Josephine’s 
heart melted. 

(The female heart was ever 
thus!) 

At first Jo accompanied Tur- 
ner for a block. Then she went 
for several, now she makes the 
entire route with him. The neigh- 
bors say she spends more time 
with Turner than she does with 
her owners. 

On his day off Josephine comes 
over to his house visiting or goes 
with him around the golf course. 

Shortly after Josephine took 
over the bodyguard job an iras- 
cible bowser got it into his head 
that nothing could be better than 
a chew at Turner’s leg. His re- 
education in this instance came 
hard way—a thrashing from

That seemed to get the word 
around in dog circles with fin- 
ality for mailman and protector

This coming December will 
mark the 30th aniversary of the 
founding of ‘the Philatelic Agency 
of the Post Office Department 
in Washington, D.C. It began op- 
eration in mid-December 1921. 

Establishment of this collectors‘ 
service which sells stamps at face 
value was brought on chiefly for 
two reasons. 

One was the fact that years ago 
not too many post offices carried 
the various new issues as they ap- 
peared and so local collectors had 
no way of buying their stamps 
at face, something which should 
be their privilege. 

Then at many of the mail mills 
which did stock commems the 
stamps were not very well cen- 
tered being therefore not accep- 
table. 

Public demand for an agency 
where collectors could buy well 
centered stamps of all the issues 
as they were released, at face, 
was responsible for its inaugura- 
tion. 

The centering and availability 
factors exist to a large extent to- 
day. The Department has relieved 
some of the pressure by seeing 
that more of the post offices car- 
ry commems, and by incorporat- 
ing various devices at the Bureau 
for better centered stamps. 





The Philatelic Agency has a list 
of the stamps which are in stock. 
It is sent free to those who send 
an envelope with their name and 
address and.bearing a three cent 
stamp.

All the commems from 1949 
on are there, as well as the air- 
mails, the Prexies, the duck 
stamps of the past five years and 
stamped envelopes.

Foreign Nations 


Whitfield King & Company’s 
“Standard Catalogu: of Postage 
Stamps of the World” Part II, For- 
eign Countries, has been received 
from the printers and is now 
available to collectors.

The present edition, which is 
the 49th annual, maintains the 
good quality of make-up which 
previous editions have shown. II- 
lustrations are clear, paper is a 
good grade of book stock, bind- 
ing is wth cloth covers. Only 
evidence of the various shortages 
and high costs with which Eng- 
land is beset is the price, ad- 
vanced to 16/6 (approximately

ties are considered with practical- 
ly no attention being given to 
color, perforation or plate varia- 
tions. 

A revision has been made of 
the stamps of China and Serbia, 
while additions! attention fis 
been given to the war issues, and 
the German and Italian Occupa- 
tion stamps for Montenegro and 
Slovenia. Pricing is based on the 
British market and so will not be 
too true a picture from a cosmo- 
politan viewpoint, the British are 
limited by import and currency 
restrictions.

The First Official Aerial Post 


In .Great Britain 
by James A. R. Dryden 


In these days of rapid airmail transport, it may be interesting 
to recall the pioneer airmail service in Great Britain in 1911. Exact- 


daily papers announced that on 


Setpember 9th mails would be carried from London to Windsor by 
aeroplane. The specified Saturday duly arrived but the strong north 
wind caused grave apprehensions for the outcome of the experiment. 
At the outset the attendance was not large at Hendon Aerodrome, 
but by 3:30 p. m.—the hour announced for the start—the enclosures 
‘showed signs of great activity, and in the end a large assembly was 


on his departure. The souvenir 


postcards and envelopes were rapidly bought up and arrangements 
were made that Clement Cresswell should make the first trip on 
his Bleriot racing machine.. Complications arose, however, when a 
postal van arrived with 13 mail bags. 

Shortly before 4:30 p. m. one of the French airmen attached to 
Hendon Aerodrome made a trial trip and reported that conditions 
were improving. It was then announced that Gustav Hamel would 
leave for Windsor Castle in fifteen minutes, carrying the First Unit- 
ed Kingdom Aerial Mail. The Bleriot machine was wheeled from its 
hangar and placed in front of the committee enclosure. Hamel was 
then formally invested with a way-bill and time sheets as author- 
ized bearer of His Majesty’s mails, and cheers were raised by those 
present for the King, the success of the undertaking and for the 


Hamel then took his place in the monoplane and the band 
struck up the National Anthem. 
gave orders for the chocks to be removed and the Bleriot took the 
air. It made a circuit of the aerodrome and after passing over the 
neads of the cheering spectators, shot away in the direction of 
Windsor, The time of the departure was noted as 4:58 p. m. 

At the East Terrace of Windsor Castle—the spot selected for 
the delivery of the mail,—the Mayor of Windsor, the representa- 
tive of the Postmaster General and the Postmaster 
were amongst those who awaited its arrival. Soon after 5 o’clock, 
news was received that Hamel had left Hendon, and a moment 
later the airman was seen approaching, The machine landed in a 
meadow near Queen Victoria’s tomb, and immediately afterwards

five detection laboratories, larg- 
est of which is in Washington, D. 
C., where most of the question- 
able documents are sent for an- 
alysis and detection. Others are 
in Cincinnati, Chicago, St. Louis 
and San Francisco. 

More are planned. For the year 
ending June, 1951, these labora- 
tories examined more than 45,000 
specimens of handwriting and 
typewriting in poison-pen letters. 
Legal action was taken in about 
3500 cases. For the previous year 
these laboratories examined 38.- 
500 specimens, of which 1829 
were court cases. 

Nowhere is there freedom from 
the poison pen. GI’s have been 
victimized when pranksters sent 
false information to the home- 
folks; cases are on record where 
poison-pen letters “revealed” that 
the GI had a new girl friend, a 
social disease, or had even been 
killed. 

An unnamed source of the FBI 
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disclosed that the bureay 


swamped with anonymous let,. 
ters accusing certain individyals 


of being communists. Since the 
FBI always investigates 
charges, the writers may serve 
only to hamper an important joh 
And, of course, damage can hf, 
done to an innocent person’s rep. 
utation * y such accusations, 


SOME GO TO JAIL 


A surprising large number of 
writers have been sent to jail or 
to asylums for this poison pen 
practice, while others, whose pre. 
vious records are clear, have been 
sternly lectured and given a reaj 
scare. 

However, even a _ poison-pen 
letter may achieve a happy re. 
sult. A young man left a govern. 
ment agency and found his maj] 
was not being forwarded. Ha 
wrote a letter to himself at the 
old agency and in unprintable lan. 
guage voiced his opinion of any. 
one who would open mail aq. 
dressed to someone else. 

Postal inspectors refused to 
prosecute, and said it was one of 
the few poison-pen letters they 
had ever handled that seemed 
fully justified. Mail addressed tg 
the young man is now being for. 
warded—unopened and without 
comment,

back home and in my efforts 
since then, it seems to me some. 
one hinted of a certain party who 
at one time was said to have been 
dabbling with just such materia] 
as would have been necessary 
in making engravings of this na- 
ture. Obviously in a matter of 
this sort no names can be men. 
tioned so if such proof is ever 
found it will have to be dug out 
the hard way. 

The story of the find of these 
stamps was that Mr. Grinnell had 
been at a Masonic Lodge meet. 
ing on February 20, 1918 in Log 
Angeles. On the way to this meet- 
ing Grinnell stopped and met a 
druggist who went with him to 
the meeting. This druggist had 
been in the habit of saving for 
Grinnell Precanceled stamps 
which came to his store. He gave 
Grinnell a small envelope of these 
and during the lodge meeting 
Grinnell had taken this envelope 
out of his pocket and was pawing 
through the stamps. A man seat- 
ed next to him began to show an 
interest in the stamps and they 
began a conversation which end- 
ed by the man telling Grinnell 
that he knew a man who pro- 
bably had some old stamps but 
that they were back at his home 
in New Hampshire. Grinnell told 
the man that he belonged to the 
Lodge of the Temple Number 88 
at Keene, N. H. Grinnell stated 
he had been born in Massachu- 
setts. The man then asked Grin. 
nell if he had known a Mr 
Charles Shattuck in Massachu- 
setts. Grinnell took the address of 
Shattuck and said he would try 
to get in touch with him. Later 
Grinnell did so and the old gen- 
tleman went to the attic and 
brought down a Book of Sermons 
which was published in 1720. In 
this book were the stamps which 
Mr. Grinnell acquired. 

The story as told by Grinnell 
would make a splendid story to 
print for the Philatelic World. It 
rings true in every detail and like 
some others I would be inclined 
to believe the story as the sup 
porting evidence is quite con- 
clusive throughout, Whethet 
the story as told is true I do not 
know but it has never been 
proved as untrue. To tell all of 
the story of these stamps would 
require a book length novel like 
Gone With the Wind, so I will 
have to skip lightly over many 
details, :

How could a 
collector who never before 
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guarantee any such thing. Grin- 
nell would have been a fool to 
guarantee them. All Grinnell 
could do was to tell his story of 
the find and attempt to prove it. 
The trial came soon after Klee- 
man took the stamps to New York 
and showed some of them to Cas- 
pary who compared them with 
his own. These consisted of one 
type of the 2c value and two 
types of the 5c and 13c value. 
Caspary is said to have returned 
the stamps to Kleeman and said 
they were fakes. John immedia- 
tely took steps to recover from 
Grinnell. 

Evidence at the trial showed 
that Caspary gave Kleeman $50,- 
000.00 toward purchase of the 
stamps. Evidence further states 
that Kleeman paid Grinnell 
$1000.00 to bind the deal when 
they first met. Later that he gave 
him another $25,000 and then had 
the stamps shipped to San Fran- 
cisco where Kleeman states he 
borrowed another $39,000.00 
which was paid Grinnell for the 
balance of $65,,000.00 full pay- 


ures indicate if we count the first 
$1000, which certainly was not 
part of the $25,000.00 that Klee- 
man had from Caspary when he 
left New York, also the $25,000 
that Caspary said he later wired 
to Kleeman, plus the $39,000 
Kleeman borrowed in San Fran- 
cisco, making a total of $90,000.00. 
Yet Kleeman paid Grinnell in all 
only $65,000.000. What became of 
the other $25,000. 

During and after the trial and 
as shown by testimany there were 
rumors insinuations etc, that the 
stamps were to be giv a beat- 
ing because if they c&me into 
the market the holdings of weal- 
thy collectors would be ruined, 
There are statements in Klee- 
man’s testimony that dealers in 
New York would cry them down 
and attempt to ruin the market as 
well as the stamps because they 
would be jealous of the find by 
Kleeman. All sorts of rumors were 
afloat. I have not time to enu- 
merate them all here but the 
trial lasted over two weeks. Fu!- 
ly 95% of the testimony was an 
attempt to establish whether the 
sale by Grinnell constituted a 
contract or something that was 
binding on Kleeman as buyer and 
a lot of other nonsensical legal 
flubdubbery as to ascertaining 
whether who and who were ex- 
perts on stamps and all kinds of 
questioning which ate up time and 
thus run up fat legal fees for at- 
torneys. Not 5% of the testimony 
had a real bearing on the stamps 
themselves and much of this tes. 
timony was inaccurate and can 
be proven even today as inac- 
curate. Even the judge in his fi- 
nal decision admitted that he ex- 
pected the trial to be reopened 
after his decision, thus admitting 
that he himself was in doubt as 
to the justice of his decision. 

There have been several things 
published which purport to be 
the final stages of this matter but 
I have failed to see a statement 
by Grinnell himself. 

By the terms of the judgment 
Kleeman had an order on Grin- 
nell for $60,000.00 with interest 
at 7% for thirty-seven and a half 
months which would amount to 
$13,125.00 or a total of $73,125.00. 
In addition to the above Klee- 
man recovered $5,000 from Wood. 

Kleeman offered Grinnell a set- 
tlement if he would drop the case 
and the settlement was as fol- 
lows. Grinnell was to release 
money in bank under attachment 
by Kleeman which amounted to 
$41,215.00, plus accrued interest 
on a part of that sum. Kleeman 
was to return all of the stamps 
to Grinnell, pay all court costs 
for himself and for Grinnell and 
pay Grinnell $3000.00 cash besides, 
and enter full satisfaction of 
judgment on the court record. 
With such a settlement it ap- 
pears that Kleeman got some- 
where around $45,000.00 of his 
money back. This is a long cry 
from the $90,000.00 which it is 
shown was in the handg of Klee- 
man or of the $65,000.00 that had 
been paid Grinnell. Had Grinnell 
been a dishonest man he could 
have got over the border to Mex- 
ico in a hurry and kept the $65,- 
000.00. 

However that was the settle- 
ment as sworn to by Grinnell. It 
is a curious fact that during this 
trial Kleeman had interested the 
United States Secret Service in 
the stamps. There were also Pin- 
kerton detectives. Both of these 
agencies made a thorough inves- 
tigation into Mr. Grinnell and 
both gave him a clean slate. 

The trial thus closed with no 
result other than to recover some 
of the money for Kleeman and 
leave him with a loss of many 
thousands of dollars. Even then 
there were many who were not 
satisfied that the stamps were

genuine or that they were count- 


ment for the stamps. These fig- 


terfeit. People who knew Grin- 
nell personally as an honest man 
could not and would not believe 
him guilty of any fraud. His 
whole background had been gone 
over with a fine tooth comb by 
Secret Service Agents and they 
could not pin a thing on him. 
They had instructions if the 
stamps were counterfeits to seize 
them, yet the stamps were re- 
turned to Grinnell because they 
were not satisfied that they were 
counterfeits. Friends who knew 
Grinnell continued to look and 
search and hope that something 
could be found which would au- 
thenticate these stamps for they 
did not consider the testimony 
against them as_ sufficient to 
prove them counterfeits and it 
was solely for this reason, after I 
got interested ine these stamps 
after seeing them in Hawaii and 
after studying the stamps in the 
Atherton collection, that I want- 
ed to look into these stamps and 
see if they had been given a 
square deal. I began by getting 
in touch with Mr. Herbert Sterl- 
ling who is owner of Sterling 
Food Products at 2356 West Wash- 
ington Boulevard, Los Angeles 
18, Calif. Mr. Sterling is perhaps 
the one man who has ever had 
faith in Grinnell and his stamps. 
Mr. Sterling has been a collector 
for many years, his chief inter- 
est being in early western phila- 
telic material. He has been a per- 
sonal friend of Grinnell since 
long before the find of these 
stamps and he has kept the flame 
burning but without the know 
how or the knowledge to dig out 
truth and facts that would satis- 
fy him that the stamps were not 
good. 


Sterling had acquired after the 
death of Grinnell, a greater in- 
terest in proving these stamps for 
what they are. He has kept in 
close contact wth the widow of 


that I would admit made the 
stamps look bad. This man I 
speak of is an expert artist. He 
has worked most of his life in 
photo engraving plants. He un- 
derstands all the processes and 
altho I am not so fully acquaint- 
ed as he, being more of a print- 
er than anything else, I could 
see in one group of pictures evi- 
dence that the Grinnell stamps 
were forgeries if the pictures are 
honest. 

I had previously read some 
statements concerning the fancy 
border design which surrounds 
the ‘central numerals on _ these 
stamps. Such remarks as had been 
made were never proven in any 
statements to my satisfaction, but 
when we did find this final bit 
of proof I was convinced, provid- 
ed as I say, the pictures are hon- 
est. 

It is queer that all who have 
written about this case in the 
past as well as about the stamps 
have overlooked mention of this 
one conclusive point that Klee- 
man shows in these pictures. 

Much that he shows I can feel 
can be passed over as due to worn 
type, poor printing etc, but this 
one point could not have been 
affected either by worn type or 
poor printing. It is quite a min- 
ute matter, yet when enlarged 
seven or eight:times is clearly 
visible to the naked eye. 

Since this article was published 
about 30 months after the trial 
I am led to the conclusion that 
Mr. Kleeman himself was still in 
doubt as to these stamps for they 
are a most magnificent bit of fak- 
ing if such proves to be the case. 
Had these stamps been laid aside 
after the Grinnell trial and dirt- 
ied up and messed up a bit and 
found again, one or two at a time 
it is very probable that they 
would today be displayed in some 
great collections, They are just 
that good. 





Mr. Grinnell who has again mar- 
ried. He has also kept in close 
contact with a Mr. Shattuck who 
I believe is the grandson of the 
old gentleman who was said to 
have given the stamps to Grinnell. 
After the trial was over Grinnell 
looked this man up and gave him 
back half of the stamps in the 
hope that he too would become 
interested in them and then 
through their combined efforts 
the truth as they believed it 
might be learned. As a result of 
this some damaging affidavits 
made against the story of the find 
were changed with admissions by 
two parties that they were mis- 
taken and had these affidavits 
been given at the trial the result 
might have been different. Also 
if Grinnell had known enough to 
check some of the things said 
against the stamps at the trial he 
could have proven them wrong 
before the judge. The lawyers did 
not know postage stamps from 
Mexican jumping beans and it 
was wholly because Kleeman had 
so many philatelic experts, many 
of whose testimony could have 


had no help in this respect, that 
the decision was given as it was. 


This man Sterling I have spok- 
en about was and still is of the 
opinion that the stamps are gen- 
uine. He went to Hawaii to at- 
tend HAPEX solely in the hope 
of finding some help to bolster his 
belief. He was refused permis- 
sion to put the disputed stamps 
in the show in the regular frames. 
They could not be shown in the 
Court of Honor so Mr. Sterling 
paid cash for a booth in which 
he displayed his stamps and much 
evidence in the way of papers, 
affidavits, photos etc. It was here 
that I got interested and I am 
glad I did even tho I may have 
to conclude that the stamps are 
counterfeits. 


I want to make it clear now 
that there was nothing at the 
trial that I have yet read that 
would convince me that such was 
the case. I have not read all of 
the transcript as part of it I have 
beer unable to locate, but I have 
stu # i some seven or eight hun- 
jlrea pages of transcript. 


I have searched for anything 
N magazines and books that has 
a bearing on these stamps and 
only since I have found a copy 
of the American Philatelist of 
November 1924 have I been ob- 
liged to believe that these stamps 
are counterfeits if the photos or 
rather half tone cuts of them are 
honest reproductions without re- 
touch or other alterations. I know 
quite well that a good photo- 
grapher can do lots of things with 
a photograph so until I can have 
some made myself I will still 
hope for a different conclusion. 


Last Saturday a friend of long 
standing visited our home and we 
had a lengthy chat and study of 
these stamps and the photos in 





the A.P. We found only one place 


been readily upset and Grinnell 


So, Mr. Kleeman wanted to find 
real proof and he took the only 
way that it could be done. He 
must have contacted either an 
experienced printer who under- 
stood the printing of 100 years 
ago or an experienced photo en- 
graver or both and went into a 
study of these stamps from the 
printer’s and engraver’s angle and 
the final result shows that it is 
from this angle alone that proof 
has been found that the stamps 
are forgeries, 

The study of these stamps has 
been a very fascinating thing for 
me, for like any old school print- 
er I could take one of the stamps 
in my hand and step into a print- 
ing office and pick out ef the 
cases just the right pieces of me- 
tal and lay them down and re- 
assemble one of these stamps. It 
is clear to be seen just what rules, 
type, spaces, leads and border de- 
sign makes up the stamps. The 
dirty and inaccurate type of those 
days make these stamps measure 
a bit more wide than they should. 
They could not have been print- 
ed from Stereotypes for in mak- 
ing a stereotype the finished ste- 
reotype will print a bit smaller 
than type forms due to heat which 
causes shrinkage in the produc- 
tion of the stereotype. 

Most printers of today are 
trained as mechanics are trained. 
They ere taught to do one thing 
and that alone and their general 
knowledge of printing is meagre, 
except in the old country offices 
where the workmen have to know 
and understand everything in the 
office. 

Later when I get the Grinnell 
stamps for photographing I will 


try to explain the conclusive 
points that are apparent to me 
now. 


When I have gone this far an- 
other questions comes to me. If as 
it appears these stamps are count- 
erfeit then they had to be cop- 
ied from some genuine stamps 
or from some picture of genuine 
stamps that were perfect. If from 
genuine stamps the man who cop- 
ied them would have had to have 
at least six different unused 
stamps to get perfect reproduc- 
tions from two types of both val- 
ues, If taken from pictures the 
pictures would have to have been 
of exact size and proportion and 
would have had to be line cuts, 
halftones would not have been 
suitable. In addition to the 
stamps, there are the cancella- 
tions which are almost perfect, in 
fact so perfect that one would 
have a terrible time pointirg out 
where they were wrong. 

There would have to have been 
several different cancels copied. 
Perhaps a fine artist who had 
philatelic training could have 
drawn the cancels but I do not 
believe they could have drawn 
the stamps. Even if they could 
they would have to have had the 
copies to work with.~Thus the 
question is, where did they get 
the stamps and cancels to copy. 





I have found a couple interest- 
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ing points about these cancels 
which I have not seen mentioned 
in the past. 

In the cancel reading “HONO- 
LULU/HAWAIIAN ISLANDS” in 
a circle with date in center. In 
the pictures of the genuine which 
I have seen the "W” of HAWA- 
IIAN seems to set higher than the 
other letters of the word. In the 
Grinnell stamps this same thing 
is apparent, thus an exceptional 
copy. 

In the cancel reading ““HONO- 
LULU * U.S. Postage Paid *” the 
letter “‘S” of “U.S.” in the genuine 
stamps is a straighter letter rath- 
er than an italic letter as are the 
rest of the letters in “U.S. Post- 
age Paid”. This fact I have never 
seen mentioned. If you have a pic- 
ture of this cancel you will note 
the “U” leans noticeably to the 
right. The “S” is not leaning as 
it should be. This accounts for the 
serifs on the letter “S” which 
have frequently been pointed out 
in reference to the “S” on the 
Grinnell stamps which is with 
little balls on its ends. This is 
because the “S” in the Grinnell 
stamps is an italic “S” and leans 
to the right as does the letter 
“YU”, That is something that the 
faker overlooked yet if the Grin- 
nell stamps had been accepted as 
genuine it would have been a 
simple matter to explain, merely 
that the error had been noted at 
some time by the postmaster in 
Hawaii and being a printer also, 
he had corrected it. 

Little is known about these can- 
cel stamps. It is known that the 
decision to make the stamps came 
in late September and that they 
were issued in early October. It 
is thus not possible that these 
eancels could have been obtained 
from manufacturers of such can- 
celing devices in time to use on 
the early stamps. 


Printing supply houses sell cir- 
cular brass rule, made in a cir- 
cle so. the printer can set type 
inside of them and make a print- 
ed circular print. Such things 
were used greatly in the old days 
and are seldom used today. It is 
most probable that the printer in 
Hawaii set up his oWn canceling 
stamp and used it in some man- 
ner to cancel these letters. The 
matter of the high “W” in the 
one cancel referred to could be 
accounted for thus. 

There is another question that 
my friend who visited me last 
week brings up that sounds like 
a very good one and that is, why 
were all these stamps torn off 
cover, why were no covers found, 
We all know that finds of old 
stamps such as in those years are 
usually finds of covers. Few of 
any consequence have ever been 
made where the stamps were 
clipped from the covers. This 
makes them look questionable in 
the eyes of anyone who will con- 
sider this fact. 

Again the question comes to 
me, where did the counterieiter 
get perfect copies of the neces- 
sary stamps and cancels to do this 
job so perfectly. 

Can these be prints that were 
in existence prior to 1918 that 
are so perfect that they could be 
used as copy. Has the Library 
of the Collectors Club got an 
index or any way, in which old 
papers and books prior to 1918 
might be checked to see if such 
prints did exist at that period? 

These questions are vital to a 
full understanding of and a full 
cleaning up of the mystery of 
these stamps which to my way of 
thinking are only proved fakes 
by one minute point in the ar- 
ticle by Mr. Kleeman in the No- 
vember 1924 issue of the Ameri- 
can Philatelist. 

This point has to do with the 
small 12 point pieces of border 
design that surrounds the num- 
erals of value. The corner pieces 
I could not consider from pictures 
shown, but it is the two pieces 
of 12 point border that are be- 
tween the corner pieces on all 
four sides of the frame. 

I hope to .get enlargements of 
these that will demonstrate this 
difference even tho printed on 
newsprint such as we use in this 
paper. 

Until then I will close and con- 
tinue to search for other interest- 
ing facts about these remarkable 
stamps.
